Postively  no  discount  after  ten  days,  whether 
goods  are  delivered  or  not. 

Parties  not  rated  in  commercial  agencies  must  send  us  satisfactory  reference  with  order.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  request  will 
oblige  us  to  send  bill  of  lading  with  sight  draft  through  nearest  bank. 

In  no  case  will  accounts  be  allowed  to  run  after  maturity,  without  settlement  either  by  draft  or  note  with  interest.

Directions  for  Ordering  Qoods 


^y^HEN  writing  for  a design  or  ordering  a ceiling,  mention  all  particulars  necessary  for  planning  it.  The  architect's  plan,  or  a diagram  show- 
ril  mg  sizes,  offsets,  openings  and  projections  is  usually  sufficient.  11  girders  are  shown  give  actual  measurements.  State  what  depth  of  cor- 
mce  15  des,red’  and  lf  sPace  above  windows  and  doors  is  sufficient  for  it  to  extend  all  around  room.  With  this  information  we  are  en- 
abled to  prepare  ceiling  plan,  showing  arrangement  of  pattern,  the  spacing  of  furring  strips,  etc.  so  ceiling  can  be  erected  by  following  plan  or  diagram. 

If  ordered  matenal  will  be  shipped  according  to  the  drawings.  Check  measurements  from  building  with  our  plans,  if  possible  as  we 
will  not  be  responsible  for  shortage  caused  by  error  in  dimensions  given  us,  or  for  miscuts  or  waste  caused  by  the  mechanic. 

Old  plaster  or  wood  ceilings  need  not  be  removed.  Over  the  plaster  simply  nail  furring  strips,  with  a 31-inch  nail.  Most  of  our  de- 
signs  can  be  applied  to  wood  ceilings  without  furring.

DIRECTIONS 

For  Applying  Metal  Ceiling 

With  every  ceiling  sold  we  furnish 
complete  working  plan.  Before  do- 
ing anything,  measure  room  and  see 
that  measurements  conform  to  those 
shown  on  plan.  If  any  radical  var- 
iation is  found,  notify  us  giving  cor- 
rect measurements  and  new  plan 
will  be  furnished  thereby  avoiding 
mistakes  and  unnecessary  expense. 

Always  supply  correct  measure- 
ments when  sending  diagram  of 
rooms  with  order. 

Check  over  material  with  packing 
slip  and  see  that  goods  received  cor- 
respond. If  any  shortage,  advise 
before  going  ahead  with  work.  All 
goods  are  checked  by  two  packers 
and  errors  seldom  occur. 

Sufficient  material  is  always  sup- 
plied for  putting  up  ceilings  as  per 
drawing,  but  care  should  be  taken 
not  to  waste  anything.  A slight 
amount  of  extra  moulding,  cornice 
and  filler  is  always  supplied,  but 
care  should  be  taken  to  waste  noth- 
ing. 

The  next  step  is  to  familiarize 
yourself  with  drawing,  noting  care- 
fully arrangement  of  ceiling  as 
shown  on  drawing.  Note  to  what 
scale  drawing  is  made  and  observe 
carefully  all  distances. 

As  location  of  all  furring  strips  are 
indicated  on  working  plan  by  differ- 
ent lines,  locate  and  apply  strip  near- 
est center  as  starting  point  is  not  al- 
ways in  the  exact  center  of  room; 
then  the  others  as  shown  on  plans. 

Follow  plans  closely  and  see  that 
distances  on  center  of  strips  are  as 
measurements  indicate. 

Cross  furring  at  right  angles  is  done  in  same  manner 
and  at  such  points  as  are  shown  on  drawing. 

In  order  that  ceiling  presents  a level  and  uniform  ap- 
pearance when  completed,  it  is  often  necessary  to  level 
strips  by  placing  wedges  between  furring  strips  and 
joists  or  plaster. 

Now  begin  putting  on  the  metal.  It  is  in  most  cases 
preferable  to  put  field  on  first,  then  mold,  filler  and 
cornices. 

With  the  use  of  our  doubI&  bead  lap-lock  joint  a per-

feet  fitting,  invisible  and  dust  proof  joint  is  possible- 
All  field  plates  have  a single  bead  on  two  sides  while 
a double  bead  appears  on  remaining  two  sides.  Place 
single  bead  against  mold,  and  lap  single  bead  on  fol- 
lowing plate  over  outside  bead  of  preceding  plate  and 
continue  until  last  plate  is  on,  when  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  shear  off  the  extra  bead  to  fit  flush  against  mold. 

If  joints  are  inclined  to  show  open  and  not  fit  closely 
use  a blunt  tool,  wedging  up  joints,  thereby  making 
them  practically  invisible  and  dust  proof.  Nail  all 
plates  at  least  every  6 inches. 


We  do  not  supply  miters  or  leaves  with  all  cornices 
and  coves.  We  recommend  coping  miters  by  erector. 
Sufficient  extra  cove  is  supplied  to  make  these  miters, 
which  when  complete  makes  a much  neater  job,  having 
only  one  joint,  whereas  the  ordinary  miter  or  miter 
leaves  show  two  and  three  joints. 

Always  use  furring  strip  at  least  rs  inches  by  IX 
inches  and  of  soft  white  pine  or  similar  wood. 

Examine  all  details  carefully.  See  that  all  measure- 
ments are  carefully  followed,  get  an  accurate  start  and 
the  result  will  be  most  satisfactory.
